ATTACK ON GRANVILLE.

Through our Portfmoutl letter of ycﬂcrda'y" we
conveyed to our-readeis the 'welcome in
a fuccefsful attack made by Sir

By this gallant and fpirited atchievewent,
the preparations which were made, as it i underftoed,
for the invafion of Jerfey and Guernfey, are not
only deftroyed, put another leffon is given to the in-
folent enemy on the folly of menacing this ifland,
when, on his own fhores, and under Lis own batterices,
he cannot remain protedied from the firenuous impulle
of Britif valeur.

Buonaparte has, by mears of {is :rhit ary
edicts, been able to prevent the intellicerce of our
immen(e preparations fiom being penuiaby circulated
among the people of France, ard has by'rhut means
kept alive among them the delufive expeétation of
conquering this country. But however he n-- pe-
vent the circulation of intelligence by means ot jeur-
nals, the bombardment of his towns is a2 mode of
conveying news which it is nrt in the power of a
conlular ediét to reprefs.  Journals or letters ney be
Zegintradicted, and their effi &ts done away by ingeni-
ous fophiftry ; hut the un-cftrained tr}(;wphs ct our
arms on the very coalts of France itfelt, affnds a
proof of our decifive [uperiority, which no Frenchman
can mifunderftand.
